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As a precautionary measure, Applicant respectfully submits payment of the 
difference between the current non-small entity fee amount, and the amount of the 
previous small entity fee payment. More specifically, Applicant requests that the 
Undersigned Attorney's Deposit Account 10-0077, be charged $571.00 (This amount is 
the large entity basic filing fee, plus the large entity extra independent claim fee; minus 
the $375.00 small entity basic filing fee and the $168.00 small entity extra independent 
claim fee paid on September 26, 2003) 

The large entity filing fee, based on the fee schedule effective on the date of the 
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instant petition, is $770.00.
